3.. APPROACH ' • *. • 

- Two possible approaches to the problem are: • .

2. Since the quality of the text of copies from copying 
machines degrades slightly with each generation, this 
fact might be used to determine the number of generations. 

The first approach was chosen as the method to be used. 

Approach 2 is less attractive because.of the wide range of 
variability associated with the effect of any given machine 
on copy quality. (This effect depends upon the condition 
of the machine at time of use; we have no way of establishing 
this.)

The results of Section 4 of this report show that the retrieved 
copies were produced from a xerographic copy that was between ; t 

a first and second generation; specifically, n = 1.22 + .09 
generations. 

Obviously, the true value of "n" is an integer. 

The authors feel that the probability of n * 0, 3, 4, or larger 
is negligible. 


It is felt that the most likely conclusion of the experiment is, 

that the retrieved copies were produced from a first generation 

Xerox-copy .

As • 
described in Section 8.2, such an error of magnitude 
roughly .5 in "n" was discovered, and corrected, during 

the experiment. Thus, a non-equilibrium error is 

* clearly sufficient to account for experimental error if 
n = 1. On the other hand, it is improbable that this 
type of error would allow for the large experimental 

• error ( .78 in n) if n = 2.• A severe drying effect 
(such as that encountered with the 914 fuser in Section 
8.-2) would only account for .55 of the error if n = 2. 

In conclusion, the authors postulate that at one of the 
copying points (most probably Boston), the unauthorized 
document to be copied was subjected to a wet humid environ¬ 
ment prior to copying. The document was then taken into a 
building (of lower humidity) and copied in a short enough 
period of elapsed time that the document to be copied did . 
not reach a state of equilibrium with the copier environ¬ 
ment. This situation would then easily account for the 
.22 error for n = 1.

6.2 M ethod of Measurement

the original set was used, with measurements being made

' 1.. The unauthorized copies were generated from a xerographic 
original document which was either a) the same document used 
to produce the test samples (improbable) or b) was produced 
from the same typed original on the same copying machine. If 
the latter, it is further assumed that the two xerographic 
originals were generated at roughly the same time under 
. essentially the same environmental conditions. 

•2. The test samples were run on the same Xerox machine and the 
same Savin machine as the. unauthorized copies. It is further 
assumed that each of these machines, have not been altered in 
a manner to substantially change their magnification during 
the period between the generation of the unauthorized and test 
copies. 


•3. The retrieved copies represent only one copy generation on the 
Savin machine. 


4. No other copier of any type was used in generating the documents 

uti.er than the specific Xerox arid da* 1 in tnuciiines previously 
noted.

5. The only error, other than measurement errors, that can be 
expected to have a substantial affect on the results is 
humidity. (Humidity effects are treated in Section 8). 

Effects such as those rect.iltinn from temnerature change, 

. dimensional changes of the copiers, variations in the type 

of copy paper utilized, etc., are all assumed negligible. 

6. Dimensional hystoresis effects on paper as a result of 
humidity change are assumed negligible. 

8. HUMIDITY EFFECTS 

Changes in humidity'are known to be the predominant cause of 
dimensional changes in ordinary paper. As the humidity increases, 
paper expands, and as the humidity decreases, paper contracts. 

It can be shown that the significance of humidity on the results 
of this experiment depends on the validity of the following environ¬

Assumption 1) is, in part, identical to one of the basic assumptions 
of the experiment (see assumption 1, Section 7). Although unconfirmed, 
it is highly probable that this assumption is correct. 


Assumption 2) is obviously correct. Note however that this assumption 
does not assume or state that the environmental conditions on the ' • 
three measurement days (10/5, 11/4, 11/8) were necessarily identical. : 

Assumption 3) is an unconfirmed, but basic assumption of the experiment 
(see assumption 6, Section 7).

8.1 Humidity Effects on Experimental Results: All Humidity 
Assumptions Correct. 

It can be shown that humidity effects on the results of the 
experiment are negligible if all the assumptions hold. This

at the time of generation, copying, and measurement of both 
the unauthorized and test documents, b) any intervening 
humidity conditions undergone by any of the test or unauthor¬ 
ized documents and c) changes in the linear dimensions of the 
documents with changes in humidity. 

Referring to c), although linear dimensions on any document 
vary with humidity, the ratio of corresponding dimensions on 
‘two or more given documents remains constant and is not 
affected by humidity conditions. For example, this statement 
implies that the calculated magnification of the Xerox and 
Savin copiers should remain constant and that the ratioing 
implied in Method (1), Section 4 is valid. 

8.2 Humidity Effects on Experimental Results: Humidity Assumption 

(4) Does Not Hold for This Case. . . . . 

Assumption (4) describes specific conditions at the time of 
making copies on a copying machine, (unauthorized or test copies; 
Xerox or Savin copiers). It may be assumed that the copy paper 
is at equilibrium with the copier environment. Then for 
• assumption (4) not to hold, the document to be copied is not in 
.equilibrium with the copier environment; it is either larger 
(wetter, representing a higher humidity environment) or smaller 
(drier, representing a lower •humidity environment) than it would 
be if it were allowed time to reach equilibrium. 

1. If an unauthorized document to be copied is larger, the 

value on "n" determined by either method of Section 4 , 

will be larger than the true value . 

An example of this case would occur if a document, sub¬ 
jected to a rainy humid environment, were taken into a 
building with controlled'(lower) humidity and immediately 
copied. 

The (larger) document is placed on the copier platen and 
the image transferred (at some true machine magnification, 
m), to the copy paper. If the document and copy are now 
allowed to come to equilibrium in some environment (e.g., 
the copier environment), the document to be copied will 
shrink while the copy made from it remains essentially 
constant in size. A linear dimension of the copy will be 
l^rnor than' if +he document to be coDied were allowed to 
reach equilibrium before rather than after the copying 
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If the aforementioned set of circumstances existed 
during either the Xerox or Savin unauthorized copying 
process, the final retrieved copy would be larger than 
expected. Hence the value of "n J \ determined by either 
method of Section 4, will be larger than the true .value.

It obviously follows that: 

2. If an unauthorized document to be copied is smaller, the 

value of "n", determined by either method of Section 4, 

will be smaller than the true value. 

An examole of this case would occur if a document, sub¬ 
jected to a hot very dry environment, were taken into a 
building with controlled (higher) humidity and immediately . 
copied. 

3. It follows that the reverse of statements 1) and 2) is 
correct if the documents in question are test rather than 
unauthorized documents. For example, if the test document

Such a situation actually occurred during the generation 
of the Xerox machine test copies which were subsequently 
measured On 10/5/71.

Copies-.made on a.914..Xerox machine are hot and very:dry as 
they emerge from the. copier. This is the result of the copy- 
passing through a radiant heat "fuser" used to melt and fuse 
the black toner image. 

The dry copies were used as input documents which were copied 
to produce higher order Xerox generations. 

Since the documents to be copied were very dry and hence 
smaller than expected, the value of "n" determined on 10/5 
was larger than the correct value. In fact, the apparent 
value of n was very nearly equal to 2.0. Subsequent test 
documents measured on 11/4 confirmed this error in the 10/5* 
documents. 

The action of the fuser in severely drying copies which 
shortly thereafter were used as input documents resulted in 
an error in the value of "n" of approximately .55.

drive by MSB was given as from November 15, 1971, through 
January 15, 1972. Special rates were offered on speakers' 
fees to be paid to persons included in the MSB operation. 

The flyer contained a list of individuals and organizations 
available through MSB with biographical sketches regarding 
the separate individuals listed. One of the persons included 
on this list was I'ped Branfman - "Director of Project Air War, 
a nine-person research“group which has more information about 
the expanding air war and automated battlefields in Southeast 
Asia, and more documentation of the fact that the war is not 
winding down, than any group except the Pentagon." 

The MSB has been publicly described as having been 
organized in New York City by Abble Hoffman, one of the 
convicted "Chicago Seven" Antiriot Law violators. The stated 
purpose of MSB is to book radical speakers on college campuses. 

As previously scheduled, Ellsberg, on January 20, 1972, 
spoke to an audience of approximately 400 people attending a 
dinner at the BiItmor q H otel, Now York City. This dinner 
honored Gage Colby, a member of the National Peace Action 

Coalition Xn^AC), for hor 50 years of service to the cause of 
peace. Ellsberg’s speech was described as basically antiwar 
and during the course of the speech, he made no statements 
concerning obtaining or distributing tho "Pentagon papers." 

Ho did note that the Government was winding down the war in 
the same fashion that his indictment was being wound down. 

The NPAC was founded in 1970 by members of the 
Socialist Workers Party (SWP). Its objective is to unite masses 
of people, including labor unions, soldiers, and the black 
community, in the struggle to end United States intervention 
in Southeast Asia through orderly and peaceful tactics. The 
SWP has been designated pursuant to Executive Order 10450.

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Daniel Ellsberg 


On the evening of January 20, 1972, Daniel Ellsberg • 
spoke to an audience of about 400 people attending a dinner 
held at the Biltmore Hotel, New York City, to honor Ruth 
Gage Colby, a member of the National Peace Action Coalition 
(NPAC) for her 50 years service to the cause of peace. 

The NPAC was founded in 1970 by members of 
the Socialist Workers Party (SWP). Its basic 
objective is to unite masses of people, including 
labor unions, soldiers and the black community, 
in the struggle to end United States intervention 
in Southeast Asia through orderly and peaceful 
tactics.

The SWP has been designated pursuant to Executive 
Order 10450. 

On January 22, 1972, a source, who has furnished 
reliable information in the past, advised that Ellsberg, in 
his opening remarks, cited the fact the dinner was being 
given in honor of Ruth Gage Colby for her 50 years of activity 
on behalf of peace. He indicated that he hoped that the 
Vietnam war would not be in progress 50 years from now. He 
made the comment that the government was winding down the war 
in the same way it was winding down his indictment. He made 
comment concerning earlier speeches made that night describing 
the bloodshed in South Vietnam. He indicated that more radical 
changes in the United States would have to occur to bring 
about the end of the conflict in Southeast Asia. Ellsberg 
made no statements of a significant nature relating to the 
"Pentagon Papers". 

A second source, who has furnished reliable information 
in the past, who was in attendance at the above dinner, 
alvised that Ellsberg opened his remarks by paying tribute 
to Ruth Gage Colby who has been working for peace since 1919. 
According to this second source, Ellsberg indicated that 
President Nixon is not going to end the war in Vietnam 
but is, as he has for the last three years, going to continue 
"winding down" the war. In this connection, Ellsberg cited 
the fact that the President is increasing the military budget 
at the expense of needed domestic social programs. Ellsberg

praised those veterans who are actively working to end 
the war, citing the fact that resistance to the war is necessary 
to bring about its end. Ellsberg discussed the fact that the 
war in Vietnam from the point of view of the United States 
is unjustifiable. He cited stories from his own experiences 
in Vietnam to justify this view. During the course of his 
speech, Ellsberg, according to the second source, made no 
significant statements relating to how he obtained the "Pentagon 
Papers" or why or how he distributed them. He did state 
that the "Pentagon Papers" "had done their thing and that the 
•Anderson Papers* were now doing theirs".

ON ELLSBERG *S PROGRESS. AT NO TIME DID HE OBSERVE CARELESSNESS 
OR LAXNESS IN SECURITY ON THE PART OF ELLSBERG. ELLSBERG *S

IN REGARD TO DANIEL ELLSBERG.

The August 6, 1971, Late City Complete edition 
of the "Buffalo Evening Mews",, a daily newspaper published 
in Buffalo. New York, on page 23, contained an article 
captioned "Law Center to Handle Cases in Public Interest . 




The article concerned formation of a public 
service law firm that would concentrate on environmental 
and consumer advocacy, providing legal counsel, for community 
organizations on civil rights and criminal Justice. The 
article identified the firm as the Center for Justice Through 
Law,Incorporated and said the center would concentrate on 
cases that would have broad public implications and would 
represent the interests of those individuals and groups in 
society who for various reasons in the past, have been 
denied an adequate forum. 

The article stated the center would differ from public 
defender operations in that it would take only cases with 
broad implications rather than representing every indigent 
defendant. Also, that it would parallel activities of the 
American Civil Liberties Union in some cases and would 
cooperate with the American Civil Liberties Union. One 
professor, JAMES MAHAK,' was identified in this article as 

being one member of the Board of Directors.
